"THE CRAZY DUTCHMAN"

Like most towns named Eureka, the town of Eureka, Ut. was 
renorted to be named so because when prospectors found the LiFst 
indication of ore deposits they exclaimed "Eureka!" This exclama- 
tion is attributed to Archmedes, the celebrated philosopher, on 
the occasion when he discovered a method of determining the 
purity of the glod in King Hiero's crown. The literal translation 
of Fureka is " I have found it!" This brings to mind the story of 
one of Bureka's most colorful persons, John Beck, the crazy 
Dutchman. 

“oon after the Eureka Hill discovery in 1871, Beck filed on 
and quickly sold a claim he had staked in the Diamond area to 
the !"ond-Du-l.ac Company for the price of $1000.00. It was 
reported that one day while setting on his porch, he noted the 
location of the Bureka Hill Mine upon the side of a hill. 

Turning his attention to the bottom of the gulch below, he staked 
some claims and started to dig a shaft. Everybody laughed. 

"Nobody but a crazy man would pick a place like that!" they said 
as they kept to the ledges and higher ground. "The old fool is 
digging a well, but he ain't even doing that were the water set 
mocked others. lle was the town joke alright--Old Beck of "Dutch- 
town'', but he kept on digging anyway. 

1 can hear old Beck utter that immortal word "Eureka!" (I 
have found it!) when he struck ore at the two hundred foot level. 
He had correctly surmised that the Eureka Hill vein would come 
over throw his Bullion-Beck property at the bottom of the gulch. 
Not only was this the case, but he found that his luck was far 
greater than he had at first realized! The vein was intersected by 
an east-west fault that resulted in even larger ore bodies than 
those of the Eureka Hill Mine. In his state of affluence, John 
Peck was able to do for others many of the things that were in 
his mind and heart. "He never forgot his own poverty when others 
were in need. 

lle was liberal to a fault. That quality, together with what 
might be called gullibility, caused him to spread his funds over 


to great an area. like ilidas and many other men, one streak of 





food luck conditioned his mind to a state where he expected every- & 
thing he touched to turn to gold. He got ''touched" and others got 
Lhe gold. 

Qld Peck of "Dutchtown", the Crazy Dutchman, died a poor man 


inspiled of all the wealth that had passed through his hands. 


HOT: Dutchlown was the lower west end of main street in Eureka 
where the Pullion-Beck Mine and Store were located. | 
Juab County records show that a Gen. License was purchased 
by the Lullion-Beck Merc. Co. on Sept. 21,1907 in the town of 
Knightsville, Knightsville was located two miles east of Eureka, 
and that this token was good at both stores. No tokens have been 


found from that store or any other store that was in Knightsville.

If you do not know how to get to Fish Springs, meet me at the Redwood Multipurpose center parking lot on 
April 23 at 7:00 a.m. sharp. And dont forget your bug spray (also, cutoffs are not a good idea). A second group will 
be leaving the Redwood Multipurpose center 9:00 a.m. and will be lead by one of last years wagonmasters - Eric 
Jameson. This will give all you sleepyheads a chance to go along also.
